AMERICAN NOTE. 


Plan to Allow Germans Food 
Meets with Disfavor.

PEKING (China) Feb. 26.—The out- 
look for an adjustment of the dif- 
ferences which have arisen between 
China and Japan has improved dis- 
tinctly. The conferences between rep- 
resentatives of the two nations appar, 
ently are progressing toward a com- 
promise. 

The most important step yet taken 
in this direction was disclosed here to- 
day. The Japanese government has 
given indications which are regarded 
as definite that it will not insist upon 
the group of general demands which 
it presented. These include the chief 
points upon which China based her re- 
sistance to the representations from 
Tokio. The principal demands which 
she is reported thus to have waived 
for the present are outlined as follows: 

The Chinese government shall con- 
sult Japan before choosing foreign ad- 
visers in political, military and finan- 
cial matters, and if such advisers are 
employed Japanese shall be preferred. 

China and Japan shall police jointly 
important places in China, or Japanese 
all be preferred in case foreign po- 
lice advisers are employed. 

China shall purchase from Japan at 
least one-half the arms and ammuni- 
tion it uses hereafter, otherwise an 
arsenal shall be established in China 
employing Japanese experts and ma- 

rials 


Japan shall have special privileges 
in the province of Fukien, and shall 
be consulted first in case foreign cap- 
ital is required in the province for 
railroad construction, ship building, 
mining or harbor improvements. 

Japan shall have the same rights 
as other nations to establish missions, 
schools and churches throughout the 
country, with the privilege of propa- 
gating Buddhism. 

Japan shall enjoy certain enumer- 
ated rights in connection with the con- 
struction of railroads. 

There are left for consideration 
only the twelve demands which China 
already has agreed te discuss, con- 


cerning which it is felt that a com- 


promise will be reached.

CINCINNATI, Feb. 26.—4 refusal

, rance is an acknowledgment of this 


country’s incompetence to deal with 
the immigrant question, according to 
Dr. Albert Shiels, director of reference 
and research of the New York City 
Department of Education, in a speech 
before the department of superintend- 
ence of the National Education As- 
sociation here today. Dr. Shiels con- 
tended that immigrant illiteracy con- 
sisted of more than 90 per cent. of the 
total of illiteracy in larger cities. 
“We cannot,” he said continue for- 
ever to avoid the issue. Some method 
must be evolved to meet adequately 
the question of the education of the 


illiterate immigrant and his adjust- 


ment to conditions.” 

Former President Taft was the prin- 
cipal speaker here today. His address 
was on the question: 

“Is a national standard of educa- 
tion practical?” 

The remainder of the session of the 
convention was devoted to a discussion 
of school curricula and organization.

TAFT’S ADDRESS, 

Prof. Taft said: 

“The cause of free public education 
is more sacred and of more funda- 
mental importance than almost any 
other before our ple. It is one that 
awakens the profound interest of the 
people and commands the greatest 
and most willing self-sacrifice by the 
tax-paying public. The consequences 
of this fervor ig that our school sys- 
tems are not as much scrutinized as 
they should be. Indeed, it is now diffi- 
cult for the public of a community 
to learn the facts as to the thorough- 
ness of the discipline and of the know!l- 
edge imparted in their schoels or of 
economy in the expenditure of the 
funds devoted to education. Parents 
are themselves not qualified to pass 
upon the result of a public school sys- 
tem in a town, county or district in 
such a way as to make their opinion 
criterion, Hence, there, is 
great opportunity for fustian dnd 
shoddy in the product concealed un- 


lum and growing annual reports. 

“What we need in country is 
an opportunity for ndardization 
and comparison of school systems in 
the different States and different 
cities. This, I nk, we might have 
by establishing wuat Washington rec- 
ommended—a national university in 
Washington. 

“The Bureau of Education might well 
be enlarged into a 
should not be a teaching university, 
but one with a corps of experts who 
could offer te the people of all States 
andthe people ofall local communi- 
ties the opportunity of having their re- 
spective school systems examined and 
reported upon as to proper scope, effi- 
ciency, thoroughness and economy. 
The same university should hold pe- 
riodical examinations in convenient 
parts of the country which any per- 
sons might, upon payment of a small 
fee, take, and if successful, receive a 
certificate equivalent to a degree in 
certain established courses. 

“All this would be voluntary: but ff 
the system were impartial, thorough 
and wisely severe, as it should be, the 
value of the reports and the value ot 
the certificates would become great. 
They would assure the people of a 
community that they were getting 
their money’s worth from a school sys- 
tem officialy approved by such a 
university and by assuring them that 
the graduates of their school could ob- 


| tain degrees from such examinations. 


Thus, we should soon have a stand- 
ardization of school systems of the 
highest value. 
“The pressure of the taxpayers 
upon their particular school authori- 
ties, to apply for an examination and 
report, would be so great that it would 
soon become equivalent to a compul- 
sory system. It would stimulate schoo! 
authorities to earnest work. It would 
eliminate shoddy, pretense and show; 
would minimize exploiting and pub- 
licity methods and would give a proof 
of excellence and comparative high 
standing that would be incontestable. 
I tried to secure larger appropriations 
in my administration for the Bureau 
of Education with a view to beginning

FARM CREDITS. 

A farm credits bill, providing for 
government loans to farm owners was

loans of government funds through 
national banks on farm mortgage 
notes. These loans would run for 
ten years at & per cent. interest and 
would be not less than $300 nor more 
than $10,000 to individuals. Issue of 
United States twenty-year 4% per 
cent. bonds to establish a permanent 
fund of 310,000,000 to cover such 
loans would be authorized.

President of Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company Says Every Effort 
has been Put Forth to Bring About 
Friendly Oonditions and Good 
Start has been Made.

Rockefeller Institute Announces a 
Discovery and Says it Can be Used 
by the Men in the Trenches to 
Check One of the Scourges of the 
War.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—Announce- 
ment was made today on behalf of the 
Rockefeller Institute of the invention 
of an apparatus and the discovery of 
a new method of treatment, both de- 
signed to reduce the mortality from 
tetanus among soldiers wounded on

invention have been thrown open. 

The institute’s investigators have 
found. it was sald, that most of the 
deaths among wounded men are due 
to tetanus and that the present meth- 
od of treating tetanus certain 

w backs. 
vas infection of a solution contain- 
ing epsom salts into the membranes 
of the spinal cord is a part of the 
method of treatment, it is announced. 
The announcement sald that after, 
an exhaustive investigation of condi- 
tions of wounded troops in Europe the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search had determined that lockjaw 
was the greatest scourge of the war. 
Tetanus germs thrived in the highly- 
cultivated soil of Europe, the investi- 
ound. 

a — sald that there was 
only one known remedy for lockjaw 
and that was the injection of a pro- 
phylactic dose of antitetanus serum. 
Soldiers had been taught to administer 
the serum in the trenches when sur- 
geons could not reach wounded men 
quickly enough. Almost invariably, 
the investigators found, was the dis- 
ease fatal, the greater number of 
fatalities being caused by violent con- 


Reckefeller testified today by deposi- 
tion at his home at Pocantico Hills 
in an effort to avoid paying a per- 
sonal property tax of $1,150,700 levied 
upon him by the Cleveland (0.) tax 
authorities. Mr. Rockefeller testified 
that he was not a resident of the 
State of Ohio; had not been for the 
last fifteen years, and that conse- 
quently he could net be taxed in that 
State. He was examined by Virgil P. 
Kline and E. A. Clevenger, both of 
Cleveland, his personal attorneys. 
Ohio was represented at the examina- 
tion by Cyrus Locher, prosecutor of 
Cuyahoga county, and F. W. Green, 
his nt. 

The examination occupied but a 
few minutes. Mr. Rockefeller testified 
that he moved to New York from 
Cleveland in 1885 and established his 
domictle here. He said that cn June 
24, 1913, he went to his summer home 
at Forrest Hill, East Cleveland. He 
intended, he said, to return to New 
York, as was his usual custom, the 
following October. 

Mr. Rockefeller said he ordered 
transportation for himself and his 
family at the time, but that by rea- 
son of the iliness of Mrs. Rockefeller 
and her sister, Mrs. Spellman, he had 
to countermand the order. He was 
forced to remain in Cleveland until 
the first Monday in February. 

Mr. Rockefeller was assessed on 
$211,000,000 personal estate by the 
authorities of Cuyahoga on the 
grounds that he had spent the great- 
er part of the year ending February 
1, 1914, in the State of Ohio, and 
that consequently he had establish 
a legal residence there.

Morgan alleges, she was forced to 
leave the Morgan home, and later she 
was threatened with having the child 
taken away from her, as well as a 
mall house and lot, worth about 
$3000, from which she obtained $20 
a month income. Because of interest 
on the mortgage, taxes and improve- 
ments, little or nothing was left of 
this, she says, to help take care of 
her and the boy. Since the separa- 
tion she alleges the husband has given 
only $7, a pair of shoes and socks to 
the boy, and nothing to her. It was 
this situation that forced her to seek 
employment as a serving girl, she de- 
clares. 

When the action was brought to the 
attention of Mr. Morgan yesterday he 
became indignant. “I do not care to 
discuss any of the details,” he said. 
“Why anything of this sort should be 
made public I cannot understand and 
think it unjust. Personally I will not 
discuss the divorce action in Iowa nor 
any litigation that may just have 
arisen.”

GOVERNMENT RAFFLES LAND. 


Uses Lottery Method to Decide Be- 
tween Rival Claimants in Imperial 


Valley. 

Approximately 1000 acres of public 
land, located in Imperial county west 
of Brawley,. were dispcsed of by the 
lottery route, in the local Land Office 
yesterday afternoon, and the choice 
of a quarter section was won by Mar- 
garet Blythe.

GRADE PROBLEM. 


To obviate the grade crossing dim- 
culty arising from the proposed erec- 
tion of the Salt Lake station at Sev- 
enth street and the Los Angeles Riv- 
er, a conference of representatives 
of three railways, City Councilmen 
and interested property owners of 
Boyle Heights and vicinity will meet 
next week to devise a plan of build- 
ing a viaduct. 

It is preposed to build a viaduct 
over the Santa Fe and the Salt Lake 
tracks and the river. The Los Angeles 
Railway Corporation will be repre- 
sented owing to its use of Seventh 
street, under franchise. The viaduct 
will cost about $600,000 and the pur- 
pose of the conference is to ascer- 
tain how much of that expense the 
three public utilities will agree to 


The creation of an assessment dis- 
trict under the Vrooman act may be 
necessary, in the event that the via- 
‘duct plan ig agreed upcn. 

A conference between Salt Lake 
Railway officials, Boyle Heights resi- 
dents and the Public Works Commit- 
tee of the Council was halted yester- 
day when it developed that the track- 
age plans for the proposed new depot 
contemplated the laying of an extra 
epur track across Seventh street. A 
violent protest against this was raised 
on the ground that a “death trap” 
was created. The proposed spur 
curves arcund the site of the station 
to the east, and is situated about 100 
yards east of the river bed lines of 
the railroad, over which Glendale and 
Pasadena trains are run. 

Engineers and attornevs for the 
railway stated that no other trackage 
plan could be arranged, and neither 
of the three members of the commit- 
tee would approve the plan with the 
objectionable spur track. They agreed, 
however, to appreve the plans if the 
tracks were placed together at one 
point or the other, so that there 
would be no extra grade crossing. 
This, the railway officials declared, 
could not be done. 

The purpose is to erect a viaduct 
on Seventh street to cross the tracks 
cf both companies now using the 
river brink and thus eliminate all 
grade crossings on Seventh street. 


BIG LAND TRAOT LOST. 


Government Proposes to Take It 
Away from Railroad as Soon as It 
can be Found. : 

The Southern Pacific Railroad 
will lose nine sections of land, 
located in the vicinity of Goffs, 
San Bernardino county, just as soon 
as the correct survey can be 
made by the government. Technically 
described, the land consists of sec- 
tions Nos. 1, 5, 9, 13. 17, 21, 26. 29 
and 33 of township 11, north, range 
11 east, San Bernardino meridian. 
That reads all right, but the land 
involved is not located as the surveys 
indicate. Whenever it is finally deter- 
mined where the land is by metes and 
bounds, an order by Register Roche 
and Receiver Mitchell of the gov- 
ernment that the land is more valua- 
ble for gold, silver and copper than 
it is fcr agriculture, has been proven, 
will be entered. 

The government began to survey 
the land in that part of San Bernar- 
dino county as far back as 1855, but 
this was followed by other surveys 
at intervals, with the result that 
there is a maze of contradictions.

In an opinion of the District Court 
of Appeal, rendered yesterday, in the 
case of Wilson E. Davis, aged 73, con- 
victed of the murder of W. C. Wheel- 
er, aged 47, at Sawtelle, on the morn- 
ing of January 1, 1914, affirming the 
judgment of the lower cotrt in refus- 
ing Davis a new trial, Judge James 
gays there was much contradictory 
evidence in the testimony, but that 
the jury must have believed they were 
warranted in finding Davis guilty. 
Davis and Wheeler lived together 
at No. 1207 Oregon avenue, Sawtelle, 
having removed thence from Long 
Beach in November, 1913. Wheeler 
was a photographer and they carried 
on a emall business on money fur- 
nished by Davie. They were also 
mutually interested in mining ven- 
tures. On the morning in question a 
fire destroyed Wheeler's house, and his 
charred body was found in the rulns. 
Davie was charged with setting the 
place on fire, the inference being that 
he killed Wheeler before applying the 
match. It was alleged on behalf of 
Davig that Wheeler either committed 
suicide or was accidentally killed. 

It was a part of the case that Davis 
spent the night previous to the fire in 
Los Angeles, reaching Sawtelle about 
the time the blase was discovered. It 
was also shown that Davis had had 
Wheeler's life insured in hie (Davis's) 
favor, and that at the time of his 
death Davie had notes signed by 
Wheeler calling for the payment of 
about $3000, alleged to have been ad- 
vanced to Wheeler in a mining deal.

“Whether the bill suggests the best 
possible plan or not, the project pro- 
posed is certainly a step in the right 
direction,” said Judge J. P. Wood, 
presiding judge of thé Superior Court. 

“It would pay society to provide 
proper institutional care for the high- 
grade feeble-minded, or moron type 
of individual, for two reasons,” said 
Grace M. Fernald. “In the first place, 
under these conditions, such in- 
dividuals are capable of leading happy 
lives and of becoming partially or 
wholly self-supporting. In the sec- 
ond place, without constant supervi- 
sion, they constitute a terrible menace 
to the normal members of society, and 
are a great financial burden.

Mr. Do- 
minguez referred to Mr. Shaw as a 
“blackmailer and thief” and declared 
that, “according to a former employ- 
er in Kansas City, Shaw stcle jew- 
elry from his store and shipped it to 
relatives in California.”

“My husband never 
had any kinfolk in California.” ’ 

Judge Craig instructed Mrs. Shaw 
to remain silent or he would have 
her removed from the courtroom. She 
made no further outcry and Mr. Do- 
minguez proceeded. He told the jury 
that he was strry that he had to 
blacken the character of the dead

torney and under the law. 0 

Mr. Dominguez claimed Lomax 
shot in self- efense and did just what 
any other prudent man would have 
done under similar conditions.

He ridiculed the “second gun” the- 
ory, saying that “James Ingraham, 
who admits he is very near-sighted, 
is the only man who claims he saw 
a second gun.” He said six employees 
in the store did not see the alleged 
“second gun” and none of the police 
officers ever saw it, although they 
were at the scene of the tragedy with- 
in three minutes after the shooting.

To Censor Explosives.
